. He kept viſiting about that Part of the Coun-

their Lives and Fortunes. 
Sir Alexander Macdonald, in the Addreſs | 
figned at Cameron's Houſe, did really promiſe 
to raiſe fourthouſand Men for his Service, 
when he came to Scotland; but a more inge- 
nious Thought came in his Head, not to 
throw away a Subſtance for a Shadow.

This Proclamation being handed e 
ſoon convinced them that a Prince and King 
of their own was to come; and immediate- 


ly all their broad Swords, ſhort Dirks, Pi- 


ſtols, old ruſty Guns, and other Inſtruments 
of War that could be muſtered, were deli- 
vered out to them; but among all theſe Trea- 
ſonmongers, old Gordon, the Laird of Glen-

While they were marching the Hi gland 


Road by Way of Perth, Sir Jobn Cope, who 
then was chief Commander in Scotland, 
thought that the beſt Conduct and quickeft 
Expedition would be to aſſemble at Inver- 
nes, from thence march to Aberdeen, and 
imbark the Forces for Edinburgh, in order to 
ſecure the Lowlands from Eg diſtreſſed and

plundered. But theſe vagrant Rebels, now to 
the Amount of 4,000, were too ſwift for the 
General, and on the 17th of September en- 
tred the City of Edinburgh by St. Anne s- 
Hill, and round by the Abby, where the 
_ Caſtle could do no Execution. | 
Their Prince took his Lodging at the Ab- 
by Palace; and ſeveral Ladies at Edinburgh 
brought their Plate, with their fine China 
and Linen for the Uſe of his Apartments; 
the Majority of the fair Sex ſtriving who 
ſhould make the handſomeſt Preſent, or re- 
commend themſelves moſt to his Favor. 
He uſed to go out on Horſeback, to take the 


Air in Highland Dreſs, as far as his-Liberty 


extended; for he and his Guards durſt not 


preſume to come near the Caſtle Cannon, 


4 though they were Maſters of the City. Af- 


ter ſeyen or eight Days Time, there was a 
Mleſſage ſent to the Lords of Seſſion, de- 
manding 6,000 Pair of Shoes, 4,000 Targets, 

and a great Quantity of Linen, but, upon 
Failure, to expect military Execution; which 
Demand they were obliged immediately to 
grant. His vagabond Crew, though at other 
Times lazy enough, were here very active in 
their old Practice of thieving and pilfering 
about the Town. They ſeized upon ſome 
fine Stands of Arms, which might have been 
prevented, if the Provoſt Arohibald Stuart had 
| done his Duty in the City, as well as General 
Preſton did in the Caſtle, 
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here was ſoon an Order out for their Prin- 


ces Proclamation ; and accordingly'Numbers 
of his People met in the High. Town, both 
Rebels and Inhabitants mixing in a Crowd, 


which being obſerved by General Preſton, 
Deputy Governor in the Caſtle, he had not 
Patience, but ordered a Cannon to be placed 


to Advantage; not to damage any of the 


. Houſes, but to play even down the Caſtle 
Hill upon them. It is to be noted, that this 
Order of Governor Preſton, was againſt the 
Orders of General Gueſt, who was then * 
Lieutenant Governor, and commanded Preſ- 
ton; for General Gueſt ſaid, it would be da- 
maging the good Subjects of the City, and his 
con Friends would be liable to it; but bold 
Preſton, regardleſs of any former Command, 
let fly among them, and put an End to their 
pleaſant Diverſion; drove down the Side of a 
Houſe which hindered a View from the Caſ- 
_ tle” to the High Town, ſo that the Rebels 
came no more there to proclame their King. 
However, Mr. Taylor, a Shoemaker of Edin- 
burgh, who had a Captain's Commiſſion 
among them, undertook to be Maſter of the 


Caſtle with the Loſs of thirty Men. This 


mad Fool preſumed, and had the Impudence 
to draw up his ſmall Number before the Caſ- 

_ tle; and was as good as his Promiſe, for he

Brewer, whom they robbed of all the Mo- 
ney he had then in the Houſe. Upon which 
great Injuſtice the fairdealing Quaker made 
his Application to their Prince, aſſuring him, 
that the Methods he perſued would never 
| proſper to his Expectation; for, ſaid he, our 
| George takes only a part of our Money, but 
Thou verily takeſt All; and thou may ſt as 
well take my Life, as take away the Prop 
that ſupports it: Upon which Complaint, the

Colonel ſuſpecting ill Conduct, told General

and F amily. This Gentleman behaved well, 
and bravely diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the Re- 
| | bellion 171 5, at the Battel of Serif moor near 


Dumblane, where he was dangerouſly wound- 


ed] but here he was ſtab'd and mangled much 


in the fame brutiſh manner as the noble Earl 
of Forfar was in that Battel. 


The Rebels began their Fire upon the . 
Dragoons, which Ky them firſt into Diforder, 
they not returhing the Fire once, or obeying 
the Word of Command.
